it this time, \vill probably' be

inches each, which \vilh the exception 
of_ Hie larffe machine ;it the Nekoosa 
mill will be the largest in this section 
of the country. 


The projectors li^ure that thev w i l l 


liave a horsepower of S.Ulin, of "which 
imoiint the mill will use probably only 
:ibuul.1,200. There will be a surplus 
if power, and after all of this that is 
possible has been rented to consumers 
of electric power, the remainder will 
ic used in ^riniliiiff extra pulp to be 
sold. 
As the power is taken up hv 


outside consumers this extra work will 
probably be discontinued. 


_ Among- the power to be supplied out- 


side of the mill will probably be that 
for the local electric and power plant, 
which amoii n Is lo about 50i);horsepowei-, 
the Grand Rapids Foundry company 
ind the Grand Kapids Milling com- 
pany. 


Contracts have already been made 


with the 
milling company and the 


foundry company, but as yet none has 
been entereu into with thiMilectric and 
Water company, 


Amoiif!- tlic changes that will be 


made by the new order of things is 
the moving of the site of the Grand 
Kapids Milling company. 
The site 


for the new mill has not yet been 
selected, although several are under 
consideration. 
The new mill will be a 


brick affair and thoroughly up to date 
in every respect and operated by elec- 
tric motors. It is possible that it may 
be located some distance from 
the 


pruscnt site. 


The plans for the dam and paper 


mill are rapidly Hearing completion, 
being in the hands of C. J. Jacobson 
of this city, a paper mill architect who 
has had years of experience in this 
class of work and whose ability is 
well known. 


The making of the improvements 


contemplated the coming season will 
necessarily make a great increase in 
the business of Grand Rapids, and 
there is no reason why our beautiful 
little city should not forge 
rapidly 


ahead both in prosperity and popula- 
tion and eventually occupy the place in 
the business world that she is entitled 
to from her natural advantages. 


The company has already begun the 


Viirchase of material for the coming 
work and it is expected that the actual 
work of construclioii will commence 
as soon as the weather will admit of 
it in the spring, before which time a 
large amount of the necessary male- 
rial^ will be delivered on the ground. 


The site for the office of the paper 


company has been selected and it will 
be situated on the corner just across 
from the residence of !•'. Garrison, un- 
less unforseen changes occur that are 
not now thought of.

J have watched the game for several 
yeariaml have slowly but surely come 
to the conclusion that the gamejis.on 
the whole, desirable through not lack- 
ing some features that are to be re- 
gretted. No doubt football is a dan- 
gerous game when played by un- 
trained persons whose iihystcial con- 
dition is not what it should be, but it 
is not ordinarily dangerous for tho^e 
whose physicial condition has been 
examined by a competent physician 
and pronounced good and who have 
been trained to play the game ;is it 
ought to b*'. The danger is much less 
than it appears to be because the men 
are padded so as to be able to fall 
without injury. 


"Of course, accidents may occur, 


as they may at every step of our lives. 
But we do not on that account shut 
ourselves up and refuse to go any- 
where or do anything. We all take 
chances, so to speak, whenever we 
leave our homes. I 
may add that 


football certainly does not improve 
the scholarship of those devoted to it 
and on the whole is not, I think, help- 
ful to the general scholarship of the 
institution, meaning by scholarship 
proficiency in regular studies. 
Few 


football men are distinguished for 
scholarship and man3* football men 
are of low grade scholarship.' 


One point .to which attention is 


called is worthy of emphasis. It is 
that the candidate for football should 
be examined by a physician to deter 
mine whether or not he is able to 
stand the rigorous training and the 
severe work of the game. 
That 


question settled in his favor, the 
danger of accidents is materially 
lessened. To attempt to curb the in- 
clinations of students when turned to- 
ward wholesome sports is a mistake. 
They should rather be encouraged 
within reasonable limitations, and 
they will be better for it.

Charles G. Starksof the Berlin Jour- 
al, the veteran telephone man of the 
tale, has the following- about early 
ihoning. We trust that what he says 
oes not apply to anyone in Waupaca. 
The editor of the Journal put up the 
irst telephone in Berlin on July 5th, 
878. He rented a pair of American 
phones 
from Valentine Bros., the 


'resent telegraph school proprietors 
n Janesviile, who were agents for 
hat 
instrument. 
The first Berlin 


jhone was used overa grounded circuit 
f stove pipe wire procured at a hard- 
yare store and put up on house tops. 
The telephone was a magneto no bat- 
ery being used, and it'was transferred 
:rom the mouth to the ear and vice 
versa, no separate transmitter being 
employed. 
It was a great curiosity. 


From the Journal of July 8, 1878, wr 
[uote: 


"The magnetic telephone recently

The editor of the Journal put up the 


first telephone in Berlin on July*5th. 
1S78. He rented a pair of American 
phones from Valentine Bros., the 
present telegraph school proprietors 
in Janesviile, -who were agents for 
that instrument. 
The first Berlin 


phone was used overa grounded circuit 
of stove pipe wire procured at a hard- 
ware store and put up on house lops. 
The telephone was a magneto no bat- 
tery being used, and it"was transferred 
from the mouth to the ear and vice 
versa, no separate transmitter being- 
employed- 
It was a great cariosity.
